Research Center. 


Gillis, who has completed - 


graduate studies at four univer- 
sities, discussed aspects of re- 
‘searching and choosing a 
graduate school at a seminar in 
the Career Development Center 
on Tuesday. 

He listed the variables which 

determine whether a student 
should go on to graduate school 
and outlined methods for discov- 
ering which school will suit each 
individual student. 
' Before selecting a graduate 
school, students should assess 
their goals and identify a 
specific field of interest. 


Gillis said that students can- 


_-not make intelligent decisions , 


. graduate .. degrees, 
there may not be an adequate 


about graduate school until they 
decide what they want to’ do 
after school. Some might find 
that their career goal doesn’t re- 
quire an additional degree. 
“Not all occupations are 
geared toward using people with 
therefore, 


payoff,” said Gillis. 
Some employers would rather 


. hire applicants with a bachelor’s 


degree, and send the employee 
‘to graduate school later. In other 
fields, such as teaching, there is 
little to be gained from taking 
time off between degrees. 

If students are planning to 
earn their doctorate, they 
should know in advance, and 
identify the potential doctoral 
institution before beginning 


~ their master’s. program. Al- 


though criteria may vary, Gillis 
warned that some universities 


. will not give credit for master’s 


degrees earned at other institu- 
tions. — . 

After identifying a specific 
field of interest, Gillis suggested 


“talking to people who have jobs 
_ like the one you want,” in order

The group was scheduled to perform at 
the Moscow Conservatory of Music for its 
125th anniversary. Fennel said the con- 
servatory is one of the most famous in 
the world, boasting attendance by 
Tchaikovsky and “all the major compos- 
ers of Russian music history.”

Concrete covering campus 


Shrinking gréen- 
‘to become trend

As construction workers con- 
tinue to convert another green 
lawn to concrete at Cal State 
Fullerton, university environ- 
mentalists have raised concerns 
about the dwindling amount of 
open area on campus. 

The planned vending machine 
Kiosk near the Humanities 
Building is the latest in the di- 
-minishing amount of green area’ 
on campus; but CSUF officials 
said environmental interests of 
the campus are taken into con- 
sideration before a decision is 


made to build. : 
“While there is a general con- 
cern about the loss of green 


space, any change when you: 


build something on campus is 
always looked at,” said Stewart 
Long, chairman of the Academic 
Senate and coordinator for En- 
vironmental Studies. “I think 


there are some people who feel _ 


that it (the loss of green space) 
is unfortunate.” 

Long said that proposed addi- 
tions to campus buildings or con- 
struction of new buildings are 
all includéd in the university's 
master plan. The only exception 
is the current addition to McCar- 
thy Hall. 


The Foundation, a non-profit, . 


on-campus corporation that 
handles the commercial aspects 


of university operation, has re- 


cently implemented plans for 
the construction of two build- 
-ings to -house the vending 
machines that are now occupy- 
ing the lobby of the Humanities 
Building. 

Some faculty expressed con-.. 
cern over loss of green ‘space, 
Long said, but a need arose to 
move the existing machines out 
of the lobby of the Humanities 
Building. 

The proposed jeragval of the 
vending machines in both the 
Humanities Building and 
Langsdorf Hall was in response 
to fire code violations. 

Construction projects taken 
on by the Foundation are those 
outside the master plan, includ- 
ing campus dining and vending 
services, Long said. Each prop-

In an effort to meet provisions 
set by Assembly Bill .4, each 
state university and,all other 
° state-affiliated offices must pur-. 
chase a specific amount of office 
‘supplies each year, 10 percent of | 
which must come from a recy- 
cled source. 

The Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency requires that all. 
~ products purchased by state in- 
stitutions be made up of at least 
50 percent recycled goods, but 
this national standard covers 
materials used in the creation 
of products. The California 
guidelines concern the actual 
products.

thing like a textbook,” Adams 
said. Books cost more than they 
used to because publishers are 


adding more color and expensive 
features to gain popularity, he 
said. 

“Orange County is doing an 
environmental study right now 
but it’s not as detailed,” he said. 
“They are taking a few samples 


* from a lot of different cities.” 


The Fullerton study involves 
a random sampling of approxi- 
mately 600 homes and 150 bus- 
inesses and industries through- 
out the community. 

The crew is studying how 


much waste is produced in sev- 
eral different categories, includ- 
ing paper, yard waste, plastics 
and others. These categories are 


.then broken. down into smaller 


groups. 

Other expenses such as elec- 

tricity, rent, and credit card fees 
must also be covered with these 
funds, Adams said. 
& “What we end up with after 
salaries, computer system costs, 
and other bills goes back to the 
campus,” Sayegh said. 


The Titan Bookstore is owned 
and operated by the Foundation, 
a non-profit organization which 
was incorporated in 1959. 


“The Foundation is a separate 
corporation and exists solely to 
support the university,” said 
Jim Sando, director of commer- 


“cial operations. 


As director, Sando is in charge 
of the bookstore. This, and other 
retail operations contribute to 
the Foundation’s general fund.

OAHU ; 
Of the six major islands in the- 
archipelago, Oahu is home to 
more than 80 percent of the 
state’s residents. The largest 
city, Honolulu, is situated on the 
southern coast and is home to 
famous Waikiki Beach.

Waikiki’s cosmopolitan. atmos- 
phere somewhat disappointing, 
this city within a city features

“That’s called homelessness in 
this country. You miss two 
paychecks on your mortgage and 


you're out.” 


But Duke is not pessimistic. 
Instead, he says he thinks of 
himself as pragmatic. 

“I think I’m a pragmatist arid 
I think that only by seeing 
things as they are can you take 
pragmatic steps to affect change 
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of the prisoners are black and 
they're all about 17 years old. 
And did you know that a good 
portion. of those kids have 
AIDS?’ The fact of the matter is 
that the people of the black com- 
munity who have a clear per- 
spective of what's happening 
don’t begin to see that they are 
part of the whole and to start 
using whatever ingenuity they 
have to do something about the 
problems — and” ‘it’s ae not 
happening.”
